With the possible exception of the d ictator- 
lead ers of Fascist slates, there are few people j 
an ywhere that can fin d a good word for war. j 
Thin kin g people realize that an y war is a hor­ 
rible an d expen sive thin g that d rain s ch ilization 
of the best of its man hood an d leaves the world 
n ot on e whit better off. Obviously 
a n ation ! 
aitacked must fight to d efen d itself an d , if pos­ 
sible make it« - fight in such a way that there 
shall be n o re-occurren ce of the war. 
But war is n ot a thin g of rules. To give to J 
war the d ign ity of havin g regulation s is, in part, j 
to justify war, itself. Thus, for Mr. Churchill to j 
threaten retaliatory measures should Hitler use 
poison gas again st, the Russian s is to give d ign ity 
to the use of poison gas—a kin d of warfare that j 
is particularly abhorren t to the American peo- I 
pie. American s more than an y other people d read 
the use of poison gas bv either the Axis or the 
Un ited Nation s. American s have been brought up 
to believe that a good , clean fight is n othin g of 
which to be ashamed . As a race we are closer to 
the d ays when straight shootin g an d hard fists 
helped to carve out the great n ation that is ours 
than the govern men ts of Europe an d the Orien t. 
In the last war, an d to a certain exten t in the 
presen t con flict, there is ad miration on the part 
of ihe sold iers for the en emy who puts up a good 
fight. There is n othin g hut con tempt for the 
en ertfv that resorts 
to sabotage, fifth column 
activity an d what American s feel ai’e un d erhan d 
method s of fightin g, in clud in g the use of gas. 
But war has n o rules. The sorry attempts to 
con form to “in tern ation al law*" in regard to takin g j 
prison ers; the 
floutin g of “in tern ation al law” I 
in the bombin g of helpless an d in n ocen t civilian s; 
the d estruction of cities for the sole purpose j 
of strikin g terror in to the hearts of women an d ! 
child ren in violation of “in tern ation al law"; all 
these thin gs an d more show the utter d isregard 
for rules in the presen t war. It is an all-out war. j 
It is a total war. We in America kn ow that the 
ultimate victory over the forces of the Axis is 
certain . How lon g it will take, what form it will 
take, what is d on e after the fightin g has ceased 
is an other matter. In poin t of fightin g men , in j 
poin t of war materials, in poin t of purpose an d 
objective, there can be n o d oubt but that victory 
will come to the Un ited Nation s. But let us n ot be 
fooled by an y sort of “in tern ation al law” regard ­ 
in g the use of poison gas in this war. There can 
be n o d oubt but that gas will be used if the : 
war lord s of the Axis thin k that it will be of 
assistan ce to them.

^'^11 Duran t said that when Spen gler d isapproved 
Hitler trembled . Spen gler is n ow d ead , however. 
The book was very d ifficult for me to read . 
It seems to me it jumped aroun d so much from 
on e civilization to an other that it w’as hard to 
follow’. 


Then again , I had to force myself to read it 
because it seemed to me that the premises on 
which the book was based were un soun d . 
Spen gler says that God (or n ature, as some 
say) is n othin g but will. 
Now’, this seems to me to be a wron g foun d a­ 
tion ; that is, if he mean s a chan geable, un limited , 
un boun d ed , omn ipoten t wall that kn ew n o laws, 
ord er or 'sequen ce. 
It appears to me that God is ord er, law, se­ 
quen ce. To say that God is will, un limited , un ­ 
chan geable will makes it impossible for man to 
kn ow the laws of God . 
There were, however, some won d erful state­ 
men ts in the hook. I quote some of the gems; 
Gallileo says ‘n ature is w’ritten in mathe­ 
matical lan guage’.” 
Pythagorean s arrived at the id ea that ‘n um­ 
bers is the essen ce ol thin gs'.” 
“Kan t said ‘The Platon ic system of thin kin g 
was the art of spen d in g good word s in babble’."

WASHINGTON, May 12—Rep. 
Pierce of Oregon , author of bills 
to prohibit public opin ion polls,

asked the House to

thought to restriction s on n ews­ 
paper column s an d rad io. He said 
the Con gress must d ecid e “how 
far we are goin g to allow n ews­ 
paper column ists to go in criti­ 
cism, an d how far those who talk 
over the rad io are goin g to be 
able to criticize.” 
Dear Mr. Pierce: 
You are goin g to go just as far 
in allowin g criticism as you wan t 
the people to have con fid en ce in 
the govern men t of which you are 
a part. You will go just as far in 
permittin g open d iscussion as you 
wan t to show that the prin ciples 
of d emocracy—for which we are 
fightin g this war—Are goin g to 
be sin cerely main tain ed . 
I agree with you the question is 
n ot up to the column ists or the j 
rad io commen tators. It is‘up to i 
the govern men t. 
The govern men t must d ecid e j 
whether it is so weak it can n ot j 
stan d criticism, or whether it still 
has 
the 
con fid en ce 
in t h e , 
righteousn ess of its policies to j 
plan t its feet firmly in the groun d 
of reason able justice, where it 
ha.s always stood an d let what 
criticism fly that may. That is the 
on ly poin t to be d ecid ed . 
Hitler’s govern men t was 
n ot 
stron g en ough to d o that. It could 
n ot an swer criticism with the d e­ 
vast in g force of reason in g an d ex­ 
plan ation . It had to suppress its 
critics arbitrarily. 
It could stan d as a govern men t 
in n o other way. Its action was 
a con fession of weakn ess, both 
as to the justice of its cause an d 
the support amon g its people for 
that cause. By this action , it con ­ 
ced ed it was a min ority move­ 
men t. 
But in our d emocracy we have 
been proud to d o thin gs d ifferen t­ 
ly. our govern men t, every time it 
acts, says in effect to its critics: 
“Do your d amn ed est. We d efy 
you because we kn ow we are 
right. We have con fid en ce in the 
soun d jud gmen t of the people as 
a whole, for that is the basis upon 
which d emocracy works.” 
You will remember that man y

were taken d urin g the 
last world war, in the suppression 
of criticism, of which we were n ot 
proud when the war was over an d 
a calmer jud gmen t prevailed . We 
laughed at some of the vicious an d 
bitter thin gs we d id again st people 
who d id n or agree with us. There 
has been less of that in this war. 
Attorn ey 
Gen eral Bid d le has 
embarked on ly recen tly upon a 
policy of pun ishin g in the courts 
the most sen sation al ofitics of 
war policy.
